prattye thereof , to the publick benefit of the whole body of the common wealth,and cache particuler member in the 
fame hath been not only,as an Eliphattenyeres in breeding but enen as much time as the world bath yet ſtood to come 
'70 perfeion. The firſt inuention wherof furthered with the artificial aid of many a hidden, ſtrange and almoſt ſuper - 
natural deniſe ſince added to the ſame by the moſt ſtudious trauillour and induſtrious Matbematician ,He that would 
throughly conſider ſhould find matter rather myraculous to wonder at , then to be thought compaſſable within the 
reachof mans (apacitie : yea bemay i this as in a mirrour , behold the ineſtimable bountie andanfinite go0dne ſe of 
God,who of his wnſpeakable loue towards man kinde which in his ſecreat wiſedome he had determmed for the mam 
eenance and releefof humane ſocietie, hathfrom aboue powred this excellent ſkill and knowledge into the mindes of 
men, onelie thereby to hane bis wonderfull workes knowne, his praiſes publiſhed,and his bolie name from one nation 
to another glorified. 

But whatdo ſeeme t0 enter intothe perticuler praiſe of this art, ſeing things of greateſt profit are ſet forth 
with leaft price: where the matter it ſelf carieth credit,the man with his comment gaineth ſmale commendation . It 
ould be therfore', me thinketh, a greater ſhew of a pregnant wit then perfeFt iudgement with affefied eloquence to 
commend this art,or to expreſſe how neceſsarie the perfeft knowledge therof were for all nations. 

Yer if this peereles miſterie be of ſuch excellent deſert,and high accompt to al the reſt of the world,it muſt needs 
be moſt beneficial and acceptable vnto this our natine countrie , not only for that it is an Iſland,andthat ,one of the 
moſt famous im all the world, ling as it weare aTriangle,in the great Ocean,enuironed with moſt dangerous wanes, 
Races,Sands, Rocks and Shoalds ; and hazing a people naturally apt and genen to Seafaring : Beſides many other 
aeceſſarie and political _ that it is the holy S anttuarie , and (almeſt )only refuge for the aff lifted: &5> 
the bleſſed ſeat of her Sacred Maieltie: whoſe incomparable and diuine vertue , the enemies fGodond man do moſt 
maliciouſly enuie: and inceſſantly ſeek by all dineliſh deuiſes &- prattiſes whatſoeuer to bereaue vs of as of a moſt pres 
cious Inell , which all true Chriſtians eſteeme of 7 greater Þorth and valew,then all the Indianriches. 

Wherefore I cannot but perſwade my ſelf , but as their raging mallice doth daylie increaſe and come to beight, 

Jo the means of our defence in this skill ſhall ſtill be multiplied. And albeit your L.\commandment and charge genen 
me to tranſlate theſe books hath manifeſted your zeale and affeftion for this common good: yet in mine opinion it hath 
more highly cochmended and aduaunced the work it ſelf , in that your Honorable approbation hath credited and aua 
Horized it. For if the Geometritians triumph,of that Oracle which Appollo gaue to the mhabitants of Delos, aſe 
king counſell at his mouth for remedie of their plague : that they ſhould double his cubick Altar: wbich Plato cons 
ſirued, that they muſt ftudie Geometrie : How much more onght all ſuch as trauaill by Sea,and eſpecially our En 
liſh Mariners, yeioyce and reſolue them-ſelues of the worthineſſe of this woork : and hereby ( no doubt) bane no the 
cauſe dulie and daylie to pray for you by ſea , then an infinit number of others ber Maieſties good ſubieFs , for your 
bountie,pietie, and Inſtice vprightly miniſtred do zealouſly by lande. | 
As for the Vnskilfulneſſe in handling bereof, I haue no other meanes to coner it, but as the Poet Accius did bis 
ſhortnes, who being a perſon of a verie lowe ſtature, pourtraied for himſelf a verie tall pifture: ſo I, being but of ſmale 
deſert hane gotten me a moſt bonorable e worthy patron. Following herein Teucer, who thought himſelf /alf vndey 
the ſhield of Aiax: proteſting, that,as by the daily moſt comfortable teſtimonies of your eſpeciall fanour and goodnes 
towards mee, I 4maboue all men lung moſt bounden tv you. So do I acknowledge mee your onlie owne, and do 
vtterly diſclayme of any maner intereſt tn my ſelf : which , with this ; and ought els within the compaſſe of my litle 
power Whatſoeuer ; I bumblie offer vp vnto your L.as a pledge of my moſt dewtifull and faithful afſeftion toyou eg? 
yours . And thus all together vnable to ſatisfie my ſelf m ſufficiently expreſiing my thankfull minde andloyall hart, 
with my feruent prayer Tcommit the reſt to be ſupplied by the giner of all goodneſſe , whom T moſt humbly beſeeche 
bountifully to reward your L. with increaſe of Honour and all happines, in this world, and after a longe race herdia 


cally run a crownt of enerlaſting honour.

[| Cherſoneſus) and of other countries,are moucable,8& haue not alwaics their being in one ſelfplace,as 
S211 incheſe Tables or Charres, rightly,fitly 8 fairhtully they arc fer down:T could do nolefle then ad- 
p.jj| moniſh therhetcof, that thou mighreſt diligently obſcrue and marke them by theſe Mappes, as 
vl thinges moſt neceflarie tobe regarded. For it is perfeftly knowen toall Pilots and Maſters , that, 
=== by torcec of tempeſts and violence of boiſterous windes, huge hcaps of ſand are ſo diſperſed, that at 
lengrh they are made cucn with the plaine Sea-ſhore, VVhich Kereldane of North Hollend, the yle Buck or Corenſard , lying 
berwixt Lawers and Scills,neere the ſhore of Eaſt Frix/and, and the betrer part of Amelsndin this our age,do moſt cuidently 8c 
certeinly bewray. For theſe Sand-hils arc in ſuch ſort blowen abroad and ſcattered, tiaat at this day they can frarcely be per 
ceaued,nay they do ſcant differ in ſkew from the plaine low ſhore : eſpecially Buke or the Ile of Corenſand, which hath been 
ſonotably meramorphoſed,thar in a raging and wrought ſea it is quite ouerflowen at an high water. In like maner all Ma- 
ſers and Pilors do vnderſtand, that,by torce and violence of outragious ſtormes ( which cauſe moſt mighty and ouerth- 
wart billowes)diucrſe ſandy entraunces and Chancls of the Sea alongſt the forelayd coaſtes, are ſometimes choaked with 
fandes, and ſometimes do ſhift their ſcate. V Vherfore by the lawe of the Sca,ſuch places are expreſly forbidden to bee cn- 
tered without ſounding : and therefore they are called Y Vzrers of Pilotage. I hauc obſ ad markcd theſe ſtrange 
of late yeres, both :n the Maze and el{where : and therfore do find this moſt rrue,thar for the former cauſes, many 
hauens are decayed, and many arealtered, as the olde Ripe-deep in Tucland doth ſuthciently manifeſt the fame: which hauing 
had his chanell hererofore berweene Rimand Manu, hath it now welncere two leagues more Northward betweene Manu & 
Fans, But theſe oncly may ſuthice for cxamples fake, And although all theſe and (uch like alterations, which haue hitherto
